PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
Pursuant to the jprovisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, Applicants respectfully petition the 
Conmiissioner to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the captioned application. 

Apparently, as a result of the recent efforts of a paralegal for Applicants' attorney in 
this matter to ascertain the status of the application in which the issue fee had been paid on 
August 22, 2005, a Notice of Abandonment dated April 26, 2006 was today received by 
Applicants' attorney. The Notice of Abandonment states that Applicants failed to timely 
file corrected drawings as required in the Notice of Allowability. 

As originally filed, the application utilized informal drawings. On February 18, 
2004, a Notice to File Corrected Application Papers was issued and required "clean" 
replacement drawings of Figures 4a, 4b and 9b. A copy is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

Replacement drawings were sent on March 10, 2004. Copies of the drawing and 
the transmittal documents are appended as Exhibit B. 
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On October 25, 2004, Applicants submitted formal drawings as will be noted from 
the copy of the submission document and the postcard filing receipt, collectively appended 
hereto as Exhibit C. 

On March 22, 2005, the Examiner indicated that the formal drawings filed on 
October 25, 2004 were accepted. A copy of the Official Action is appended hereto as 
Exhibit D. 

On April 7, 2005 the application was published with the formal drawings. A copy 
is hereto as Exhibit E. 

In response to the requirement set forth in the Notice of Allowability dated August 
17, 2005 and the comments in the Examiner's Amendment included therewith (Exhibit F), 
the Patent Office file was reviewed the formal drawings were found to be present in the 
file. 

Under the circumstances. Applicant's attorney reasonably believed that it was not 
necessary to file a duplicate set of drawings since the formal drawings had already been 
accepted and which were present in the file. 

The issue fee was filed on August 22, 2005 as is evidenced by the documents 
attached as Exhibit G. 

Applicants' attorney then filed a response on August 31, 2005 pointing out that the 
formal drawings had been filed on October 25, 2004 and had been accepted in the Official 
Action dated March 22, 2005, a coy of which is attached as Exhibit H. 
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Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the holding of abandonment should be 
withdrawn and the application passed to issue.

DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 4, 6-8, & 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Puozzo et al. (USPN 4,851 ,637). 

Puozzo et al. discloses an apparatus in which the laser head has five axes of 
motion and is mounted on an arm, which is in turn mounted onto a gantry with rails 
(guides). The axes are controller by a microprocessor and suitable motors, (abstract, 
figures, col. 4, col. 5) 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

. . (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of Uiis title, if the differences between ttie subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such ttiat the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at tiie time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 5 & 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Puozzo et al., as stated above and further in view of Klingel et al. (USPN 5,132,510).

Puozzo et al. discloses the use of motors, but does not specifically teach the use 
of a rack and pinion system. 

Klingel et al. discloses a laser machining system in a laser head is mounted on a 
carriage. The drive system for the carriage is rack and pinion mechanism. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use an rack 
and pinion drive system, as taught by Klingel et al. in the Puozzo et al. system because 
this enable precise positioning.
